What turned tentacle porn into 
a genre of its own was the manga 
series Urotsukidoji, begun in 1986 
by cartoonist Toshido Maeda, and 
its subsequent anime adaptations, 
which expanded on the original con- 
cept. The plot, in its eventual form 
members of a half-human, half- 
bestial race invade Japan searching 
for an evil supreme being called the 
Chojin (“Overfiend"), who 3,000 
years earlier created the three paral- 
lel worlds of humans, man-beasts, 
and demons, hopes now to unite 
them, and, at the moment, lives in- 
side a human teenager.

The reason for the reliance on ten- 
tacles! Was Simple, ‘TH'1993 Japanese 
law prohibited straightforward depic 
tions of penises and intercourse, So 
Maeda was obliged to come up with 
a substitute: tentacles. In a 2002 in- 
terview he explained: “I could say as 
an excuse, this is not a |penis], this is 





just a part of the creature ... So it is 
not obscene — not illegal.” 
| Other instances of tentacle sex 
appear in such classics as Obscene 
Beast Teacher, Alien From the Dark- 


ness, and Advancer Tina. Sometimes 
the woman is a willing participant 
— the manga Fiend Without a Face, 
for example, has the female protago- 
nist defending the tentacled monster 
from her father. On the other hand, 
Maeda’s manga Demon Beast Inva 
sion features several women being 
raped by tentaclelike tree roots and 
branches, and was graphic enough 
that Texas courts ruled it obscene. 
Tentacle pornis hardly an outlier in 
the world of Japanese erotica. Hentai 
frequently features non-tentacular 
rape and other sexual violence, plus 
bizarre fetishes and fantasies involv 
ing humans, animals, supernatural 
beings, robots, aliens, and hybrids 
thereof. Baffled occidentals tend to 
chalk this up to either (a) artistic ids 
unrestrained by western notions of 
morality, or (b) the rigid conformism 
of Japanese society, which offers few 
other outlets for the icky inner you 
Then again, maybe they really 
do just have a bunch of sickos over 
there.

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EMERGENCY ROOM CRISIS SYMPTOM 
OF STELMACH’S INCOMPETENCE 





Albertans owe a debt of gratitude to our 
emergency room physicians, and it's not just 
for the work they do on a daily basis. 

Ifit had not been for a blunt letter from 
the head of the Section of Emergency Medi- 
cine, Dr, Paul Parks, the whole emergency 
room crisis would remain strictly anecdotal, 
consisting of horror stories from survivors 
who survived Albert's emergency room hell. 

Inhis Sept. 30 letter, Dr. Parks warmed 
of the “potential catastrophic collapse of 
timely emergency care delivery” because of 
chronic overcrowding in haspitals. He wrote 
of “serious concems regarding the state of 
emergency medical services in the province” 
which he blamed on “severe access block, 
we are routinely falling to meet even the ba- 
sic recommended times to assess and treat 
acutely ill patients arriving at our hospitals, 
and suspect the problem will only worsen as 
he winter illness season approaches.” 

Perhaps most troubling is the statement 
from the doctor that “despite repeated 
pleas and communications with your 


Ministry and Alberta Health Services, access 
block and emergency department/system 
overcrowding continues to worsen.” 

The doctors have been warning the 
province since 2008 of an emergency room 
crisis, but it wasn't until the doctors went 
public with their concerns that the govern- 
ment did anything about it. Since then, 
with the opposition howling and public 
anger rising, Health and Wellness Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky has been flitting about 
the province. opening beds and promising 
improvements. Zwozdesky won't say it, but 
the crisis goes back to the disastrous reign of 
error of Ron Liepert, whose legacy consists 
of the consolidation of health boards, and 
a royally screwed up system. Of all the mis- 
takes Premier Ed Stelmach has made since 
taking over the controls of the government, 
putting Liepert in charge of health was 
perhaps his worst. 

The Stelmach government's adminis- 
tration of our health system has been a 
catastrophic failure. 





GOOD NEWS ON HOMELESSNESS. 





For years, Edmontonians have watched 
with dismay as the annual homeless count 
found more and more of our fellow citizens 
living on the streets. 

But the numbers released this week of the 
biennial count have brought some hearten- 
ing news ona continuing problem — for the 
first time since the Homeless Trust count 
was first held in March 1999, the number 
of homeless people found wandering the 
streets of Edmonton has declined. 

Yes, the numbers are still high — 2,421 
were found to be homeless, including 62 


children. But that number is down by 2) 
percent since the last homeless count in 
2008, despite the fact that Edmonton's 
population has grown by 50,000 since the 
last count 

Andit'snot a fluke. Susan McGee, the 
executive director of Homeward Trust 
Edmonton, credits an infusion of millions of 
dollars of provincial money, and the city’s 
10-year plan to end homelessness, for much 
of the decline, It's an encouraging start to 
the city and the province's ambitious plan to 
end this scourge.

The party showed some real fore- 
sight in making live, streaming 
video of their convention available 
to all, although I can't image what 
kind of nerd would spend any time 
at all watching a bunch of other po- 
litical nerds talking policy in a hotel 
ballroom, From what | saw — yes, 
I watched it sometimes (sigh) — it 
looked reasonably well attended, 
with about 100 delegates. The crowd 
appeared young by political stan- 
dards, ‘youngish’ by standards of the 
outside world, While there were the 
usual growing pains of anew organi- 





zation — arcane debates about Rob: 
ert's Rules of Order, initial confusion 
about amendments — there seerned 
to be a lot of intelligent, reasonable 
discussion amongst the attendees, 
at least until I stopped watching and 
turned my attention to the CFL play: 
offs. (Please, Riders and Als, beat 
the Stamps and Argos. A Toronto 
Calgary Grey Cup in Edmonton is 
my own personal nightmare.) 

I've been told the party realistically 
hopes to field about 40 candidates in 
the next election (I read today they 
want a full slate, but that seems like 
a pipe dream), but until they actually 
get a leader, the party will be just a 
nice group of well-meaning people 
wandering in the political desert. Far 
more than their policies — which, to 
be honest, the vast majority of the 
population could not care less about 
~ their choice of leader is the make- 
or-break moment for the party. 

Finding the right leader will be 
their Bobby Hull moment 

Hull was one of the premiere hock 
ey players of his day, a superstar with 
the Chicago Blackhawks of the NHL. 
When the upstart World Hockey As- 
sociation was formed, the Winnipeg 
Jets threw the unheard of sum of 
ONE MILLION DOLLARS to Hull 
to give the WHA instant credibility, 
The WHA went from being a joke 


to being a league that other NHL 
players gave serious consideration 
to joining. The Alberta Party needs 
a Bobby Hull for it to gain instant 
credibility. 

An example of what a charismatic 
leader can do fora party is, of course, 
Danielle Smith of the Wildrose Alli- 
ance. Smith is the Bobby Hull of 
Alberta politics. Without Smith, the 
Wildrose Alliance would be a party of 
right-wing cranks. With Smith, the 
Wildrose Alliance is a party of ight 
wing cranks, but with a hot leader. 
That's a different thing entirely. 

However, you can have a leader 
that is too big for the party. Hull was 
playing at such a higher level from 
the rest of the league that he made 
everybody else look like they were 
playing pond hockey. 

This may be the case with the 
comely Ms. Smith (how's that for a 
segue?). The WAP leader got the full 
interview treatment from the Globe 
and Mail on Saturday, and it was re- 
vealing — beginning with the 6" x 12 
1/2" photo. Smith is pictured with 
the top two buttons of her blouse un- 
done, with the third barely hanging 
on, as if to say “Join the Wildrose Al- 
liance, and I'll pop the third button.”

Don’t Demolish, ‘Re-skin’ 


N.Y. ARCHITECT TELLS

Instead of 
repairing small holes and weather 
damage, his team of architects found 
a way to construct a new shell around 
an existing structure, a process called 
re-skinning 

The idea is to create a more beau 
tiful city with energy efficient build- 
ings that are not only capable of re 
ducing Edmonton's carbon footprint 
but will also add culture and friend- 
lier workplaces in the city’s core 

Woelfling says there are many 
pluses to consider in this up-and 
coming way of renovation. One in 
particular, is that businesses are ac- 
tually able to have major reconstruc- 
tion done to their buildings without 
having to relocate 

The new structures provide better 
ventilation systems, and are able to 


save on energy by implementing a 


low-cost energy system that allows 


them to run on far less electric light 
ing than in the past. The buildings 
use a system called ‘daylight har 
vesting’ which has reduced 5O-watt 
candle lighting to approximately 
35-watt-candle lighting, making the 
renovated buildings less expensive 
to operate and better for the environ- 
ment. 

"When you reduce the lighting load 
of a building you reduce the heat 
ing load of that building,” Woelfling 
says 

The ventilation systems, as shown 
in part of the presentation, are oper

tems that open and close vents on the 
exterior of the building to constantly 
adjust the interior temperature 

Woelfling has already used his 
techniques of re-skinning a large 
building in one project in Newark, 
New Jersey. 

“In order to enhance the quality of 
built environment, reduce our envi 
ronmental footprint, and create a 
more beautiful city we really have 
to look at existing buildings, beyond 
just new buildings,” says Vivian Ma 
nasc 
Isaac Architects Ltd, and a Canadian 


senior principal of Manasc 


leader in sustainable design. Her firm 
hosted the summit 

Don €glinski, who attended the 
event, is a brand consultant interest- 
ed in seeing what direction projects 
like this take in the future.

right-wing “news” channel, Sun TV. 
Sounds like a budding Sarah Palin- 
Fox News relationship, doesn’t it? 
(Speaking of the Devine Miss Sarah, 
the article drew the inevitable com- 
parison between Smith and Palin, 


which is unfair to Smith. She's no 
dummy.) 

Of most interest to me was a com- 
ment from Smith about her libertar- 
ian beliefs. 

“To me, if you believe in democ- 
racy and choice,” she was quoted, 
"you can have some communities 
where government does an awful lot 
and you can have other communi 
ties where the government does very 
little. People can choose where they 
want to live.” 

So let mesee if I've got this straight 
In Danielle Smith’s Alberta, there 
will be different levels of service in 
different parts of the province, and if 
you're not happy, you should move. 
Does this mean a wealthy communi- 
ty may opt out of providing services 


to the disadvantaged, forcing those 
people to move somewhere (like 
Edmonton, say) that provides the 
service? And how does Smith's live- 
and-let-live philosophy gibe with the 
WAPs promise to hold “citizen ref 

erendums” on “morally contentious” 
issues? Which is it — live-and-let-live 
or majority mules? 

So the lesson here for the Alberta 
Party is this: when you get around 
to choosing a leader, select someone 
who doesn't become bigger than the 
party, and is in tune with the rest of 
the membership. For all her posi 
tives as a leader, Danielle Smith may 
end up being too radical for her own 
party.

Do The Eyes Have It? 





HOLISTIC HEALTH 101 ROBERTA SHEPHERD 
EYES ARE THE WINDOW 
OF THE INTERNAL SYSTEM 





Iridology is the practice of observing 
markings upon the irises of the eyes 
as a tool for discovering which sys 
tems, organs and/or glands within 
the human body are weak. By dis 
covering where weaknesses lie, the 
practitioner can make recommenda- 
tions for strengthening the respec 
tive weaknesses. 

Iridology was discovered in the 
early 1800s when a young Hungar- 
ian boy, Ignatz von Peczely, caught 
an owl in his garden.

ity is severely congested, reflected in 
the irises as a chronic condition that 
shows up as an ever-darkening area 
of fibres, Over several more years, 
as Jon Doe's chronic condition is not 
properly cared for and his smoking 
habit continues, he enters a degener 

ative stage of tissue decline. With de 

generative stages, there is tissue de 

cay and the area of the iris associated 
with the lungs appears as though a 
black hole in the fibres, 

Iridology also reflects inherent 
weaknesses such as when someone 
is born with genetically weak lungs, 
for example. In addition, the weave 
of the iris fibres suggests the strength 
of a person's constitution. Iris fibres 
that appear to have a loose weave are 
indicative of a weak overall constitu 
tion while tightly bound fibres indi 
cate a stronger constitution.

PRAIRIE DANCE CIRCUIT 
John L Haar Theatre, Nov. 19-20

Prairie Dance Circuit, the latest pre 
sentation in the 32nd season of the 
Brian Webb Dance Company, brings 
together the work of dancers and 
choreographers from across West- 
ern Canada 

Recently, Brian Webb explained 
how this unusually collaborative 
production came together: “A year 
ago this past summer the five of us 
who are presenters of contemporary 
dance on the prairies had a retreat to- 
gether. We started talking about how 
we could find a way for the dance 
artists in each community to interact 
more, to form a new collaboration 
where we would present shows in 
each of our communities that would 
make artists interact by the very na- 
ture of the show, it was really a con- 
scious decision to get more interac- 
tion, and hopefully eventually more 
collaboration between our commu- 
nities. 

“Artistically in thePrairie commu- 
nities: Edmonton, Calgary, Regina, 
and Winnipeg (Winnipeg having by 
far the oldest and largest arts com- 
munity), we're still very isolated,” 
Webb continues. “Our artists actu- 


ally do not leave their home base a 
lot. We're trying to find a way of en- 
couraging a broader perspective and 
context for work, 

Geography has to have influenced 
the choreographers’ works, Webb 
says: “We can talk about making art 
on very many different levels. But 
one of the most important aspects 
of making art is, who is that art be 
ing made for? | think now we talk 
a lot about art being made from a 
community, for a community. So 
we have our local communities, but 
we also are part of a regional com- 
munity. We're also part of a national 
community, and of course we're part 
of a global community now. In all 
of this discussion, | think it’s really 
important to figure out what are our 
commonalities and what are our dif- 
ferences?” 

So local choreographers and danc- 
ers working in service of their local 
communities are necessarily influ- 
enced by the places they're from. Not 
only that, Webb says, but “dance pri- 
marily is about movement in space. 
On the prairie, there's a sense of lim- 
itless space. that defines our collec- 
tive experience: it's about big space, 
the big sky, the big swathes of land; 
that has to affect the art that's made 
there.” 

Not only community building, but 
mentorship, is also going on with 
Prairie Dance Circuit. Webb ex- 
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plains, “We curators are the more 
senior artists in our community: we 
have a bigger background, and a big- 
ger perspective in that we're look 
ing at dance from the perspective of 
Canada and abroad all the time, and 
we can give those artists feedback on 
how we're seeing their work 

“Most times, 
school they really create in a lot of 
isolation. 


once artists leave 
I've used this word twice 
now. There's the isolation of the com: 
munities, but there's also how artists 
tend to work. We all need feedback. 
So our mentorship is following that 
path and discussing the work that 
the artists are putting forward. On 
another level, we're also mentoring 
them on career development, helping 
them to take their careers further, to 
get touring toother centres, So for 
instance there are other presenters 
interested in this show: it now has 
potential to tour to other cities yet.” 

Speaking of mentorship, Edmon: 
ton choreographer and dancer Raena 
Waddell was selected by Brian Webb 
to represent Edmonton in Prairie 
Dance Circuit. She premiered her 
piece, ‘The Surrender Method’, “in 
2009 and in March of this year and 
Brian was involved in mentoring the 
work with me, So he approached me 
and wanted me to develop and con- 
tinue working on this piece and have 
it toured 

“It feels like a much more mature 
dance than in 2009,” Waddell contin- 
ues. “So far on the tour has sparked 
new life in the dance: it's deeper, 
fuller, a lot more physical than how 
it started, and | feel it's evolving and 
getting better every single time we 
perform.” 

Waddell “had now idea how great 
the tour was going to be until we 
went to Winnipeg, and then Calgary. 
Having the opportunity to meet art-

from different cities and provinces, 
has given me a new perspective on 
why | do what I do and why I'm a 
choreographer, why I need to dance 
I feel like I've developed even in 
terms of my performance ability 
over the past two weeks of touring. 
That's something I couldn't have pre- 
dicted. | definitely feel that there is a 
coming together of the community 
1 feel closer to artists that are in the 
same position as me, trying to work 
in the Prairies: our work isn’t as of 
ten seen as if we were in Montreal 
for example. I'm feeling really posi 
tive about it. I'm so grateful to have 
this opportunity. 

Like Webb, however, Waddell ad 
mits to feeling “isolated. That could 
be just my life and where | am in 
Edmonton. But in Prairie Dance Cir 
cuit I feel nurtured, protected, and 
allowed to create the way | need to 
create. 

“There are hard working artists 
that are doing work here, and are 
valid and interesting. It’s a comfort to 
know that we're being recognized, 

Waddell is “fascinated with emo 
tional connection between performer 


and audience. When | create mov 





ment, I'm not necessarily interested 
in conveying a narrative that people 
have to ‘get’, I'm interested in mak 
ing people feel.” 

On a similar note in concluding 
interview, Webb 
“Whenever an audience member de- 
cides that they're going to go witness 


our comments, 


any kind of contemporary art expe- | 


rience, they're risking the adventure 
of the new. And | always think that's 
quite exciting. 

“Contemporary art is about new 
art and there is a risk involved for 
both the audience and the artist.” 

These risks seem to be paying off 
quite well, so far, for everyone in-

“There is nothing to writing. All you 
do is sit down at a typewriter and 
bleed,” Ernest Hemingway famously 
said. Bleed is what he did. His liter 
ary and cultural impact was tremen 
dous ; clearly not solely for writers. 
Jay Sparrow is evidence of this 
Literature has had the profound im 
pact on Sparrow perhaps normally 
reserved for legends like Johnny 


y — which too 





Cash and John Foger 
Have their large place in Sparrow's 
work — but it is the Bukowskis and 
the Hemingways who have really left 
the purest mark on the art and life of 
the former Murder City Sparrow. 
Over his career Sparrow has bled 
out thousands of songs, with only a 
fraction seeing the light of day. His 
presence has always been for music 
For now Jay Sparrow's existence 
is In Our Time. And maybe rather 
than gig posters of past shows defin 
ing his passion, dog-eared book jack 
¢ts should'line the walls of Spatrow's 
mind, Itis the marriage of literature 
personal introspection and the-nu 
ances of his life that has help create 
his most personal album yet — even 
if it was mainly inspired by someone 


h 





hasn't even met 

In Our Time is both the title of 
Sparrow's third solo album in 12 
months and the title of Ernest Hem 
ingway’s first piece of American pub 
lished prose. The book, a 1925 set of 
short stories-written by a 26-year-old 
Hemingway, is of the greatest impor 
tance in American literature and the 
first real look into the Herningway's 
economical writing style. 

"In the book, you kind of learn it 
all along with him,” Sparrow says 
"The book is really great because it 
is Hemingway just finding his style, 
when he was just starting out. There 
is a narrative that goes throughout 
In Our Time — it sounds like a guy 
who wonders what he is supposed to 
write like, but also ‘how do I become 
aman?” 

As I speak with Sparrow, I real- 
ize that not only did the book which 
Sparrow read just over two years ago 
provide great structure for the 32 
year old singer/songwriter's In Our 
Time, it asked many of the same deep 
questions he asked and continues to 
ask and does not have the answers to. 
Sparrow's In Our Time is autobio 
graphical, sure, but then again, like a 
lot of albums (and/or literature), it’s 
resonant with most anyone, There's 
a reason that Hemingway's voice is 
one of the most important in Ameri- 
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can lit-history and why it strikes a 
chord with Sparrow — th a rea 
son why Sparrow's In Our Time wi 
strike a chord with listeners 

"This album is personal,” say 
Sparrow. “More so anything

TO CANADIANS’ IDENTITY, 
PRESIDENT SAYS 





CONVERSATION WITH NFB PRESIDENT TOM 
PERLMUTTER 
Trans Alta Art Barns, Nov. 22 at GPM

“There are groups of Americans who 
totally envy that we have an NFB 
here. Filmmakers have always paid 
secret little homages to the NFB. 
They just recently released the 50th 
anniversary of Alfred Hitchcock's 
Psycho. Well, there's a famous scene 
in Psycho where Anthony Perkins is 
pushing the car with Janet Leigh — 
he’s getting rid of it — and at a num 
ber of points the camera focuses 





on the licence plate and the licence 
plate is NFB, It's an homage to the 
film board. They're just struck by the 
uniqueness and the vision and the 
kind of quality of the work 

I'm talking to Tom Perlmutter, the 
president of The National Film Board 
of Canada, at his home base in Mon 
treal. He speaks very articulately and 
passionately about public cultural in- 
stitutions. Perlmutter will be in Ed 
monton next week on Monday, Nov. 
22, at 6:00 p.m. at the TransAlta Arts 
Bar as part of a year-long project to 
tour across the country to cultivate 
a strong and vital connection with 
Canadians. The public meeting in 
Edmonton is Perlmutter’s only stop 
in Alberta on a tour that started on 
the East Coast in Moncton, NB, in 
September and then went to Tatama- 
gouche, Charlottetown and Freder- 
icton before stopping in Timmins, 
Kitchener/ Waterloo, and Windsor in 
October. 

“Is a very personal engagement 
because I thought a lot about what 
I'm going to say. It's really about 
the stories which open up our lives 
to each other and a country that's 
changing and that we're kind of in 
4 constant process of evolution, not 
in an academic or abstract way. I use 
film from my own personal story

and I intersperse films from the film 
board, from things that flanked this 
personal journey but are very differ 
ent and yet there's a commonality 
and that opens up a way of taking 
about the things we can all share, 
me as an immigrant coming to this 
country, and an evolution of that 
sense of how can you define home? 
How do stories that we can share 
with each other help define what our 
home is?” 





These are ideas that Perlmut 

ter has spent a lot of time thinking 
about since he became head of the 
film board in June of 2007. “It's my 
passion, frankly,” he says. “When I 
came to this position, I had two fun- 
damental things that were really im 

portant: one was to push the level of 
innovation and exploration in terms 
of the kind of programming we do 
and to do things no one else is doing 
and the other one is to be sure we're 
completely accessible and connected 
to Canadians. This institution be 

longs to them. It doesn't belong to me 
or to the people that work there, not 
even to the creators and filmmakers. 
I really felt we had to be anchored as 
almost a grass roots imstitutior.” 

He points to the creation of the on 
line screening room at nfb.ca, which 
is currently up to about 1,600 films 
that are available free for viewing, 
When he took the job, he sat down 
and wrote an essay for himself on 
what the meaning of the public cul 
tural institution was and what role 
it can and should play. “How do we 
justify spending taxpayers dollars, 
frankly?” 

“There's a number of things that 
came out. First of all, there's the ar- 
gument of what for want of a better 
term is market failure. The mar- 
ket cannot provide and cannot deal 
with a whole range of things that are 
called public goods that provide ser- 
vices that are really fundamental to 
acountry. For example: the ability to 
give voice to a whole range of minor- 
ity communities, which might not 
otherwise be heard. What happens 
is that if you don't allow those voices

to be heard you're first of all losing a 
tremendous amount of talent ... but 
kind of 


storing up problems for the future 


secondly, it means you're 


If they're not expressed in some 
overt way they're not part of the na 
tional understanding of who we are 
and how we're evolving. It'll come 
back to bite us in different kinds of 
ways... One of the best ways to un: 
derstand other people, in fact the best 
way is through the stories we can tell 
each other ... through the sharing of 
those stories, There are other argu 
ments. A kind of testimony to that 
is the ability to innovatevin areas 
where it's not possible to see the im. 
mediate econornic returns. We have 
a tremendous, proud reputation in 
terms of animation. We have endless 
amounts of Oscars and what it does 
for the reputation of Canada, what it 
does in terms of attracting interest in 
Canada is tremendous, The work we 
do in terms of that one-off, short an 
imation, there's no way you can put 
that on a purely profitable economic 
basis. We're currently probably the 
world's leaders in thinking about the 
new digital art forms of the future 
There 


are no financial models; there are no 


and interactive productions 


economic models, That's what the 
industry complains about. So they're 
reluctant to go into that future 

“But if we're not there, if we're 
not creating beachheads, if we're 
not exploring what that terrain is, 
as a country we're going to fall be 
hind. We're going to find ourselves 
surpassed. Well, the film board is one 
place where we can do that, where 
we can say, hey, that's a responsi- 
bility we need to undertake as we 
have done in the past. For example, 
you look at IMAX, which (now) is a 
thriving business. It came out of the 
film board.” 

Perlmutter is passionate about the 
role of public cultural institutions for 
these reasons. He had a lot more to 
say that won't fit into the space allot- 
ted for this interview.
